to work.

liny 23lh, it is confidently expected that

morning, and 41i-.it the work of unloaelin, 
the numerous voxels now in the harbor 
will proceed rapidly. 


The coal and ore handlers may be a 


possible disturbing element. . While they 
originally went out in sympathy with the 
scoopcrs, they since formula ted a demand 
for increased wages. It i> believed, how- 
ever, that their grievances will be adjust- 
cd satisfactorily during the day. The

congressman and a wealthy resident of 
Monilu, fonnorly .-Vguinalcld's commissary 
general, accompanied 
by an 
insurgent 


captain, called upon Otis today, and an- 
nounced 
that "we de.-irc to 
surrender 


our persons and property into the htuuls 
of the Americans.'' The siirrundcr was 
arranged by Chaplain Pierce, of tho Four- 
teenth regiment, who knew l\osario be- 
fore the war. Kosario 
corresponded in 


cipher with Luna so that he has been 
cleisoly watched by the ollicials at Tar- 
lac. 
Since the insurrection he has been 


weakening. 
Kosario 
only 
escaped 
by 


persuading Luna lo send him on a secret 
mission to Manila'to collect funds. With 
the captain, ten men and families Kosar- 
io traveled ill night through the swamps 
nnd mountains, passed the lines of both 
armies and witered Maniln. lust evening.

Thc Filipinos also desired information as 
to the school system to be established and 
approved thc American policy t>f the sep- 
aration of church and state. They chief- 
ly objected to thc scheme on the ground 
that it gave them personal liberty, but 
not political liberty. 


Finally they stiia that they personally 


were pleased with the plnii, but could not 
endorse it officially. They also called on 
Olis. and will repeat the call tomorrow. 


The Filipino-envoys'are being-greatly 


lionized.-and -the centers of continual lev- 
ees nt thc Filipino houses; where they 
have every o'pyortiiriity'to advance the in- 
tcresU ot' the insurrection. The military 
sentiment, including Otis, disapproves 
this. Otis thinks that, it would be cheap- 
er in the long run to whip them into sub- 
jection, and oll'ering no terms except un- 
conditional surrender, than to allow nego- 
tiations which agitators in thc future can 
point out n.s evidence of concessions when 
they want to start a new insurrection. 
.Prof. Seuunnan, however, is very optim- 
istic as to the outcome.

portance. 


When President Phil. Sehcnkenbcrgor, 


of the local union, called the meeting to 
order, it was not long before thc question 
at issue was under heated debate. 


A resolution was

This proposition was debated at great

Another spirited discussion ensued and 


a vote was taken on the amendment. It 
was lost by a vote of 12 to 10. Then a 
vote .was taken on. the original 're.solu-. 
tion to close four nights in the week at 
S o'clock and Uiis was carried by a vote 
at" 12 and 10. 


Mr. .Weber, during the course of thc 


meeting, made an excellent address to thc 
men with reference to unionism and thc 
necessity of lumnony, am! he suggested' 
that the closing four nights at S o'clock 
be 
Given a trini, and desired to 
know 


how many of those opposed would be 
willing to try it. Five out of the ten 
were willing to try tho move, but the 
other five were non-commiU.il. 


President Whin favored closing early 


and the state organizer was also favor- 
able.

Mr. Weber to handle, and he intimated 
to those who opposed a compromise that 
it would be a fight to the finish. 


While it was not openly stated at the

ject of the change, of ,the.polar -axi*.. .To 
'talk of the .twelfth movement of the earth 
shows how far we have wandered from 
the good old days of 'Ptolemaic astrono- 
my, when our globe was regarded as the 
center o£ the-solar system. We 'are indeed, 
progressive,' rotating about an axis,whirl- 
ing-around the sun, darting through space 
in the direction of the constellation. Her- 
cules, emissaries from the unknown into 
the unknown. It is needless to enumer- 
ate all the eleven movements which have 
been already discovered, but, in addition 
to the three just mentioned, there are as 
many more which, may have exercised 
considerable influence on climate in the 
long ages of geological histoiy. One of 
these—perhaps the .least important—is 
a variation in tho angle 
between the 


plane of the equator and that of the orbit 
about the sun. This has the.effect of in- 
creasing, or diminishing the tropical and 
polar regions by nearly three degrees,and 
of correspondingly restricting or .enlarg- 
ing the temperate zones. That would 
probably produce some effect upon the cli- 
mate of different places, but it is not like- 
ly to be great. The other two movements 
combine results to which many scientific 
men have attached great importance. The 
axis a.bout which tlie earth turns does 
not remain parallel to itself in moving 
around the sun. 


If the sky-were a hollow square, and 


the axis were prolonged, a pencil fitted to 
its end would trace out a circle round the 
point, where a vertical line through the 
sun met the sphere. But besides this the 
orbit may be regarded as moving. It is

tion, and then a hard fight to secure a 
measure of what is desired.

SHOOTING 
OUT AN OIL 
WELL, 


The Dancer and Excitement In Method of 


Striking Oil. 


New York Sun: 
"Everybody out of 


the derrick?'' shouts a grimy figure. 'The 
warning is familiar in the Pennsylvania 
oil regions, A steep hillside is dotted 
with tnll oil derricks rising above the 
forest trees. Save for Iho derricks the 
scene is purely one. of primitive forest. 


The soil is virgin. None of its treasures 


has been sought except for the oil. When 
the possibility of further oil development 
lias been exhausted, some farmer, of an- 
ollicr ijcncra-tion, will strip off Hie timber 
unviugVer the land of agricultural pur- 
suits. But no farmer of the present gen- 
eration will do this. He is called '•far- 
mer'1 for the sonic reason that a native 
of Kentucky is called a "Colonel," and is 
content to lease his land to ihc oil produc- 
er for his eight of the possible production. 


The owner stands at a 'safe distance 


from t,ho derrick watching the operation 
of ".-.hooting" the well. Down GOO feet 
the well has been drilled. It is not an 
opening large enough for a man to fall 
into. He could scarcely get his foot, into 
the opening. Down almost the entire 
depth an iron casing runs. The well has 
the same diameter in cross section clear 
to the bottom. Above the well is the der- 
ii'k, through whose floor the casing pro- 
jects. At one Ride are the giant wheels 
which arc in reality the reel for the ca.blu 
running over the block at, the derrick's 
top down into the derrick, yhcrc it meets 
the heavy tools whose raising and lower- 
in-:, :i half inch at n time, has drilled the 
wS'l.

Under the 
trees at :t safe distance in a wagon, from 
wliifh two horses have been unhitched. 
A large box is fitted to the wagon, with 
compartments, each holding a two-gallon 
can of Hiiro-glycerine. 
From these the 


•shooter" has taken eighty quarts. Three 
long sections of tin tubing have been fill- 
ed With the fluid. Each shell, as filled; 
is lowered to the bottom of the iron tube. 
The shooter has simply to light 
his 


"squib," strikes the Srst tin tubing a eap 
will explode it. Then will come tlic ex- 
plosion. ''Everybody out of the derrick!" 
again shouts the shooter, lighted squib in 
hand. The little knot of spectators breaks 
for shelter." They may be drenched with 
the oil that always gathers in n- well prior 
to shooting .and flying bitii of rocks have 
been known to strike people at a well 
shooting. 


The shooter waits for a moment, then, 


hurling his squib into the open mouth of 
the well, he runs for the wood. He looks 
back.

When the oil comes derrick' and 
machinery will be destroyed. He hastens 
back.

Presence at the .well-side at; the'.mo- 
ment of explosion means death.

Some shouted wel- 
comes, hut most, of them maintained a 
sullen silence.

Frosts of more 
r less severity occurred in all portions of 
he state on Friday and Saturday nights, 
and ill some localities the temperature 


sufficiently low to cause the forma- 


tion of ice to the thickness of an.eighth 
of an inch. Fruit was injured by

the damage was slight. Moderately heavy 
•aim occurred on Monday and Tuesday,' 
especially in the north-central and north- 
western counties, where the -total precip- 
itation for the week was generally in ex- 
cess of one inch.

SPRAYING POTATOES. 


For tlie Prevention. ' of EArl^1- ajid 


"Lute BHgrntii wid -Beetle*." 


In 'gome useful, .suggestions 'aa to 


spraying the Rhode Island station saya: 
•Tbe most serious. disease- affecting the 
potato is commonly known as the 'late 
blight, aud is caused by the growth 
within, tha leaf tissnea of a fnngus, 
which may often be' seen on the under- 
side of an affected leaf ae a delicate. 
•white- milde>v; hence often 
enllod 


potato mildew. Its tirst appearance 
is denoted by brownish or purplish 
black spots on'tho leaves. These spots, 
nnder the favorable conditions of warm, 
moist weather, spread very rapidly, 
soon involving ths entire plant, which 
becomes black and drooping and de- 
cays rapidly, emitting a peculiar, dis- 
agreeable odor. 


Early, blight, sometimes called the 


'leaf spot" disease, more especially 
affects early potatoes and is -also caused 
by a fungus. It may bo recognized by 
the appearance of small spots on the 
loaves, which slowly enlarge, forming 
irregular, concentric rings. The foliage 
diea prtvruatnrely, but does not decay, 
nor do tlie tubers, as when affected by 
the late blight. Yet if largely prevalent, 
the disease very seriously affecw the 
yield not only in quantity, bat in qual- 


• ity. Tip bnrn is not caused by a fungus, 
as aro the blights, bnt by unfavora- 
ble conditions affecting the growth of 
the plant, especially dry, hot weather 
and lack of sufficient moisture. 


As both the early and late blights 


are caused by fungi, the surest and 
most perfect protection 
yet known 


is the bordeanx mixture. This should 
be applied 
before' "the early blight 


makes its appearance, and the applica- 
tions continued, as necessary, to keep 
the plants covered with a" thin film of 
the. mixture until the tubers are grown 
and matured. It- iBhonld. be bcrne -in

from the disease and planting tubers 
entirely free from .infection are sug- 
gested as checks to the diseasa _The 
spores of this disease live over winter 
in infected tubers; hence, if such are 
planted, they may becomo centers of 
infection by introducing the disease. 


Tip burn can only be combated by 


thorough preparation, proper fertiliza- 
tion, conserving the moisture in very 
dry seasons by proper cultivation, and 
making every condition favorable for 
early, vigorous growth, thus giving 
more power to withstand the attack of 
disease. 


The Colorado beetle is the most trou- 


blesome enemy, although the fleaibeeUe, 
a very small black beetle which attacks 
the plants during the early-stages-of 
growth, sometimes' causes conquerable 
injury.by piercing the leaves "full', ol 
small holes, and ' thus rendering the 
'•plants weaker and more -liable . to at- 
•tacks of disease: The Colorado beetle,is 
• easily-controlled without • extra labor 
"by'using from three-quarters of a pound 
•to a pound of paris green- 'per acre in 
.th'e first two or th'ree applications o: 
the bordeaux mixture-as'n'eeded. The 
bordeaux mixture, is also very distaste 
fnl to the fioa beetles, and they will do 
comparativley little damage where it 
is used.

The 
ground should be in good tilth and the 
weeds thoroughly killed just before 
planting. Plant in drills, the rows S3 
to 42 inches apart, dropping seeds two 
inches apart in tho row. One-half bushel 
of seed per acre is required. Cultivate 
as for corn, using small shovels on the 
cultivator and being careful not to 
ridge the ground. When the pods turn 
brown, cut either with a self rakoreaper 
or with a common cultivator rigged up 
with two horizontal knives bolted to 
tho inner shanks. Pnt the stalks in 
cocks, whore they should bo kept until 
cured. Thrasb with a common thrash- 
ing machine. Run'slowly and USD all 
blank concaves. The 'beans may be fed 
whole1 or ground.—Kansas Station. '

1 should use crimson clover, however, 
for fall feeding, and for this purpose it 
need not be sown before June or July. 
Crimson clover deserves a trial by our 
farmers.' Sow 00 cents' or u dollar's 
worth of teed thin spring or summer, 
anyway. 


The best single crop is by all odds 


clover and rape, sown early in well pre- 
pared and fertilized ground in the pro- 
portions of "12 pounds of mixed clover 
seed and 5 ' pounds of'. rape.

Experience With Atrfcun Sorghum. 


On good, well prepared land sow 1% 


bnshela of black African sorghum to 
the acre. On poor or light soil sow 
•three-fourths to one bnghel. If dry or 
subject to' droughts, sow broadcast and 
plow the seed in. The sorghnm must be 
thick tbnt the stalks may be small, for 
then stock will eat them better, and 
the crop cures in a shorter time, mak- 
ing a brighter hay. I cut and letittako 
the sun for a day, then put in piles-of 
about a wagon load, so it will not in- 
jnre in case of rain. It can stay ia 
those piles antil you have the time to 
hanl to stack or barn, bat it maybe 
done in three or four days. If put in 
largo stacks when too green, it will 
heat and bccooo worthless. It should 
be cut as soon as .the. seeds are bard or 
out of the milk.. I always get two crops 
from one planting; I cut and get the 
hay off as soon as possible, aa it will 
come from the stubble_ for the second 
crop.' I have never fed sorghum green 
and have known of several fine cows 
being killed by eating green sorghum 
after the frost had killed it. Tho cows 
ate the cane whare if grew.—Orange 
Jcdd Farmer.

"William Penn. 


A deed from William Penn came to 


light in Chester" recently, says 
the 


Philadelphia* Press. It is-dated 1702. 
'and; owirig-'io it's -great antiquity and 
"excellent 'state",of' preservation, is an 
object bl'much, curiosity; .An inter- 
esting feature in connection with tha 
deed is'that the original grant of Ian* 
conveyed by Penn -was made to Thom- 
as Mlnsball, and the property is now 
held by Thomas Minehall, a descend- 
ant, the deed never having passed out 
of the Miashall family. The grant ia 
Tn. Middletown, township. Delawara 
county, and consisted of 753 acres of 
land. The parchment is a huge affair 
and connected with it by a. blue string
